The status of a correspondent is 
fixed as that of an officer and gen 
tleman., He wears the uniform of 
an officer of the United States 
Army minus insignia of rank and | 
branch of service. Like an officer, 
he pays for his uniforms and for | 
his meals at any Army officers’ 
mess.

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Less Venereal Disease 

That rigid repression of prostitution is the 
most effective method of combating venereal 
disease is asserted by William S. Souter, presi- 
dent of the Nationa) Sheriffs’ Association. He 
is the sheriff of Erie county, Sandusky, Ohio. 

Sheriff Souter reveals in a recent letter that 
the incidence of venereal disease among the 
men of the armed services is now at a lower 
point than at any time either in this war or 
in the first World War. 

During the first World War, he states, the 
annual venereal disease rate in Our armies 
ranged from more than 100 per thousand to a 
low point of abont 60 per thousand. 

In 1940 the highest annual rate in this war 
Was recorded, 42.5 per thousands. By 1942 the 
annual rate had declined to 37.8 and during 
the first three months of 1943 an annual rate 
of about 25 per thousand was maintained. 

This Sheriff Souter attributes chiefly to 
the co-operation of local law enforcement of- 
ficers with the federal government in a pro- 
gram of rigid repression of prostitution. He 
states that the sharp drop in venereal disease 
began with the institution of that program. 

Furthermore the Ohio sheriff states that 
the civilian venereal disease rate, for the 
country as a whole, has dropped in comparable 
ratio to that of the Army and Navy. As example 
of the repression work accomplished, he cites 
more than 300 communities which have elimi- 
nated tolerated. prostitution. 

The sheriff is utterly opposed to regulated 
prostitution as a means of fighting venereal 
disease. He states it has never had satisfactory 
result, even when under the best possible condi- 
tions of police and medical control. “We do not 
believe,” he comments, “that so-called regu- 
lated houses of prostitution wij] ever return 
to those communities which have recently out- 
lawed them.” 

The report is encouraging and, at the same 
time, expresses the considered opinion, after 
wide experience, of a man who is in better 
position than most to understand the problem 
and to know the effectiveness of various meth- 
eds of attempted control. 

He concludes his letter with the wish that 
public opinion will soon arrive at the same 
gttitude toward prostitution as is now held 
by the average enforcement officer. For he 
realizes that, in the final analysis, law enforce- 
ment policy must, broadly speaking, follow the 
pattern of community thinking.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


VICTORY IN AFRICA WASHINGTON, May 9.—After a 
bitter six-month struggle the battle 


of Tunisia has now been brought to a victorious end. 
The turning point came with the brilliant American victory at 
Mateur, which served to cut off rail communications between the 
two last remaining Axis strongholds of Bi- 
zerte and Tunis. After that both cities were 
brought within range of Allied heavy artillery 
and the net was rapidly drawn. 

What the next step will be remains to be 
seen. The most obvious move would seem to 
be against Sardinia and Sicily, thence on into 
Italy. Again the assault on Mussolini's penin- 
sula domain may be delayed until we have 
cleared up all of the Axis controlled islands in 
the Mediterranean. 

There never was any doubt about the final 
outcome from the start. Our generals have 
known from the beginning that it would be 
only a matter of time before we chased the 

' Germans into the sea. 


General Eisenhower saw the end approaching more than three 
weeks ago after the British cracked the Mareth line. Now it can 
be revealed that even that far back he sent confidential instruc- 
tions to the War Department indicating how he wanted the final 
communiques handled telling of the great Allied victory. 

Others less informed on the situation, had made predictions 
it might be the end of June before we succeeded in winding up 
the Tunisian campaign. General Eisenhower appears to have 


known what he was about, 
HITLER GAINED TIME In appraising the results of the bat- 
tle of Tunisia military observers 
concede that Hitler, though faced with the certainty of a major de- 
feat, can still claim an important strategical victory. By holding 
the Allies up for a period of six months in Africa he was able 
to gain valuable time needed for building his southern European 
fortifications. 

Hitler undoubtedly considered it worth the sacrifice of a quarter 
of a million men to delay us that long. When we moved into North 
Africa last November the fate of Rommel’s army, already on the 
run from the striking victory of General Montgomery at El 
Alamein, was sealed. 

The two developments—Montgomery’s victory and the Ameri- 
can invasion—caught Hitler completely unawares. The whole 
Mediterranean underside of his European fortress was unprotected. 
He needed time to throw up fortifications. Somehow the idea of 
an Allied attack. from the Mediterranean side had never occurred 
to him. With Rommel knocking at the gates of Cairo the African 
situation seemed well in hand for the Axis. Then came the debacle. 

The Allied victory in Tunisia has 


COSTS WERE GREAT 
: not come without great costs. In 


view of these costs, the question might well be asked whether it 
would not have been cheaper for us to have moved into Bizerte 
and Tunis at the same time we laid down invasion forces at Oran 
and Algiers further up the coast. 

At that time we would have had only a handful of Axis forces 
to deal with. By getting the jump on the Germans we might have 
prevented Hitler from sending in all of the reinforcements that 
have since gone to Rommel. The battle of Tunisia would have 
been of much shorter duration and we would have chased the Axis 
out of Africa much earlier. 

In deciding against a frontal attack on Tunisia at the time of 
the original African invasion our military leaders were undoubt- 
edly guided by the thought it might prove too costly an under- 
taking. Because Tunis and Bizerte are only a short distance from 
Axis air bases in Sicily and Sardinia it would have been possible 
for the Germans to wreak havoc with our ships. The casualty 
rate among our landing forces would have been exceedingly high. 
There was no assurance even that the mission would be successful. 

Still most military authorities are inclined to believe Tunisia 
could have been taken at that time at a cheaper price than we 
have been compelled to pay in the six-month campaign since then. 


AXIS LOSSES IN AIR. SHIPS Whatever the answer to the 


question thus posed, most 
authorities agree the Tunisian campaign has been more than jus- 
tified by a number of other important results. In the first place, 
it forced Hitler to divert to a theater of the Allies’ own choosing 
air power which he has been desperately hoarding against the 
time we seek to invade the continent of Europe. The consequent 
cost to him in‘air equipment has been tremendous. 


The campaign also has enabled us to destroy a large quantity 
of the remaining Axis shipping tonnage. What the costs have been 
in this direction have not been computed officially yet, but there 
can be no doubt that the figures are staggering. 

The loss of Axis material and men is another item that 
alone justifies the Allied cost of the campaign. Out of an estimated 
total of approximately 250,000 German and Italian troops involved, 
few of them should escape in the end. 


VALUABLE EXPERIENCE But perhaps the most _impor- 


tant advantage of the Tunisian 
campaign liés in the transformation it has made possible of a 
green American army into a force of seasoned veterans. To show 
the difference, we need only contrast the behavior of our troops 
»at Kasserine Pass, where we suffered a setback, with Mateur, 
which brought a notable victory. 
_ The lessons learned by our troops in the campaign, both in 
Allied teamwork and individual fighting experience, will pay 
handsome dividends when the time comes for us to march against 
Hitler in Europe.

that Benito Mussolini

Back in the rear of the chamber a number 
of deputies leaped to their feet and began to 
shout: : 

“Tunisia! Tunisia! Tunisia!” 

That was 1938 and Mussolini had begun his 
war of nerves, aping that more able gambler, 
Adolf Hitler, who had obtained all Czecho- 
Slovakia by such tactics. : 

This agitation went on until at last France 
was gone and the Germans were in Africa 
where Italy haa failed. There, as in Greece, 
the Italian soldier had failed to carve out the 
empire his master wished. 

France had poured millions into her African 
empire. There was, between her territory and 

Lybia, another of those Maginot lines. This one, too, had under- 
ground passages and guns. Each oasis was fortified as a machine- 
gun nest all along the border. France had more than 100,000 Ital- 
ians in Tunisia and there was, from 1938 until the war, constant 
agitation by Fascists and by Arabs. Students demonstrated, crowds 
marched and threw stones. 

Now the Germans are gone. The Americans, English and French 
are there. The Germans in Africa have but a few more days to 
live and fight. 

To the now famous British Eighth Army goes most of the credit, 
but in the last few weeks it was American pressure which closed 
in to make possible the cracking of the African nut. 


WHAT HAVE WE GOT? Reynolds Packard, newspaper cor- 


respondent and author of “Balcony 
Empire,” who knew Italy as well as anyone else, visited the French 
and Italian empires in Africa and reported what he saw. He wrote; 
“The only place we encountered real secrecy was at Bizerte, 
where we were shown only part of that important naval base. The 
one-hour tour that we had at this base was quite sufficient to show 
why Italy was fostering its claims upon Tunisia. It was rightly 
called the ‘Tunisian Gibraltar.” It was LESS THAN 150 MILES 
FROM ITALY’S BIG, FORTIFIED ISLANDS OF SARDINIA, ON 
THE NORTHWEST, AND SICILY, ON THE NORTHEAST. ROME 
WAS ONLY 350 MILES AWAY. BIZERTE COULD ALWAYS BE 
A THREAT TO THE ITALIAN SUPPLY LINE TO MUSSOLINI'S 
EMPIRE IN EAST AFRICA. (Capitals my own.) Second only to 
Toulon at the time as a French naval base, it had dry docks, ma- 
chine and repair shops, underground cisterns for fuel, blowfi out of 
the rock and safe against naval or aerial bombardments, coaling 
facilities, arsenals, barracks, and a hospital, all protected by vast 
fortifications. It was large enough to HOLD ALL THE FLEETS 
OF CONTINENTAL EUROPE. (Capitals my own.) There was 
even a lake, well stocked with edible fish, to say nothing of a pro- 
ductive hinterland which could be called upon for necessary food 
supplies. In this way it was even superior to Gibraltar. We also 
saw a big seaplane port and an airfield as well as a special dock 
for submarines. Nature had taken a hand in making it well-nigh 
invincible. In order to reach the inner bay, ships had to pass 
through a mile-long canal which had just been dredged to a depth 
of 40 feet and was wide enough for’ the new 35,000-ton French 
line ships to pass through.” 
The captors of Bizerte and Tunis, of course, came from the rear 
and all the fortifications were useless. It is another lesson. 


VITAL OCEAN All this, or much of it, undoubtedly has been 
destroyed by the Germans. It can be repaired

With them the Allies now have a great harbor and port fa- 
cilities. They have submarine docks. They have a new airfield 
which is less than an hour’s bombing time from the fortified islands 
of Sardinia and Sicily. Rome is but 350 miles away, an hour as 
the bomber flies. That is why I put the words in capital letters 
in quoting the paragraph. 

Control of Africa means, within three or four weeks after the 
Germans are destroyed, control of-the Mediterranean. Control of 
that sea means that goods will ‘low through India into China. 
New roads will be built. 

It means that British supplies will not now have to make the 
long journey round the cape to Egypt and then face the more 
than 2,000 miles of cross-country transport. 

It is a very important victory. It is not possible to evaluate all

INVASION? Packard and others thought that Italy would be 
| an easier pathway of invasion than any other 
country, including Norway. They reasoned it might have to be 
done to end the war in Africa. Now that Africa is in Allied 
hands they no doubt would insist on Italy as being the most 
likely pathway to Hitler's domain. Southern Italy, including 
Sicily, and probably Sardinia, were quite heavily fortified. But 
even that did not contemplate a sea controlled by the United States 
and England. 

The northern half of Italy is believed to be poorly fortified. 
Also, the Italian people, ultra-cynical, by now probably are ready 
to welcome an invader. 

Packard selected the region between Genoa and Viareggio as 
having the best strategic advantage for an invading force. The 
mountains are narrower there and once over them there is the 
valley of the Po river leading to the Adriatic. An invasion wedge 
across Italy would cut off Italy from Germany and cause the ene 
tire country to collapse. With Italy in collapse the Yugoslavs and 
the French might be able to assist, through Fifth Column activities 
invasion of these countries. 
Once the Germans are destroyed we may launch an immediate 
invasion, taking advantage of the defeat and the inevitable con- 
fusion in Italy. 

Could be! 

We are, at least, that much closer to the hig job.

The various agencies that now urge us to plant Victory gardens 
suggest that we brighten the gardens with borders of flowers. Why? 
Because man does not live by bread alone. He hungers for beauty. 

Have you ever wondered why the skies are blue and growing 
things green? Why all things in nature are built in graceful curves’ 
The flowers are not bright and beautiful merely to attract the 
insects that carry pollen. God made the world beautiful for man’s 
sake. People need beauty and instinctively strive to create it be- 
cause it uplifts their spirits. It is a physical benefit as real as food. 

Florists are merchants of beauty. They are more than that. They 
are agents for love and compassion and kindness. 

When some friend is lonely and broken-hearted and you vearn 
to comfort him and somehow express your sympathy, and the 
words you would speak seem hollow and stilted. only flowers can 
say what you mean and their message is always understood.

I must learn the identity of 
the person who designed the new 
war penny. ‘I am sure it must be

The new penny bears such a 
close resemblance to the dime 
that it may be the designer has 
no awareness of the dime, either.

He should have his doctor write a brief note explaining why the 
patient needs the extra points, and then by presenting this letter to 
the local county rationing board, he will get the points he needs.

In yesterday's Ration Couftter, there was an explanation of 
what should be done with a man’s ration books when he is inducted 


into the service. 


There is the happy problem of furloughs, however. 


If he comes home for as long 


as seven days, though, his family

mouth. 


By presenting his furlough papers at his local rationing board, 
he will be issued enough points to cover his visit.

Keeping up with what points are valid and which ones have 
expired requires quite a bit of bookkeeping and even then mistakes 
will slip in, as one housekeeper found out recently. 

She went to the store and bought a few pounds of lard. but her 
grocer, instead of tearing out her E and F red stamps, took out 
only G and H coupons, which were not yet good. 

After she was home, she checked up a bit, and realized what 
had happened. Her grocer, though, did not agree with her that a 


mistake had been made. 


She called the Ration Counter to see if some correction could 


be made. 


Since the man had taken from her stamps which had not yet 
become good, something could very definitely be done about it. 

The woman's predicament was reported to OPA, and the au- 
thorities there will investigate the situation.
